Liability of Co-operative Members 

y* 

Section 52 of the Co-operation Act 1981 provides that "a society shall 
be formed with limited liability". This means that the extent of 
a member's legal liability is to the amount, if any, unpaid on his share 
capital . 

The importance of maintaining correct records, complying with the 
Act and other relevant legislation, particularly so far as formal 
application for membership and shares is concerned, cannot be over 
emphasized. 

A case, currently subjudice, was reported to the last meeting of 
Council when a reputed member shareholder of a Co-operative denies 
his liability on the grounds of inadequate completion of share 
application form. 


One Liability of Co-operative Directors 

Section 108 of • the Co-operation Act 1981 requires officers or other 
persons having receipt or charge of any money of a Society to give 
security prescribed by regulations or be covered by Fidelity Guarantee 
Insurance approved by the Registrar. 
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Regulation 75 of the Co-operative Societies (General) Regulations 
1982 reads ; 

Security by 75. (1) The prescribed security for the purposes of 

officers., section 108 of the Act is a bond from an insurance 

company - 

(a) in a form; and 

(b) in the sum of money (being not less than $2000) 
approved by the registrar. 

(2) An officer or other person having the receipt or 
charge of any money of a society shall not enter on 
the duties of his office unless security as prescribed 
under sub-regulation (1) has first been obtained. 

(3) In sub-regulation (1) 'insurance company' means a 
body corporate authorized under the Insurance Act 
1973 of the Commonwealth of Australia to carry on 
insurance business. 

(4) Where an offence against sub-regulation (2) is 
committed every director of the society who is in 
default also is guilty of the same offence and 
liable to a penalty of' not more than $200.
